Faat Game at Victoria Rink Remit* in Another Victory for McOill— Laval Down National, 2-1— Can. 
Vickers Lose Game by Default— Laval and McGill Again Leaden in City League. 



The momentous game between the 
Senior hockey team and the hockey- 
ist3 representing Loyola was played 
off last nlffht at the Victoria Rink, 
and resulted in a victory for McGill 
by the narrow margin of the odd 
goal in seven. The Loyola team put 
up the strongest kind of argument, 
and the result was In doubt up to the 
ringing of the gong. The rough con- 
dition of the Ice during the first per- 
iod made combined play difficult, 
and the brand of hockey displayed 
by the teams was not of the ' very 
highest order. 

The Play went as follows:

Recom- 
mendations have been made to lower the temperature of American 
buildings to 68 degrees instead of maintaining the usual 72 degrees. 
The suggestion is a sensible one, and should be heeded by every 
citizen. The University is no exception. How many times have we 
heard complaints about many buildings on the campus, the Library 
in particular, being overheated ! This is a time for conservation of 
fuel. Let's have no excessively hot class rooms and do an incon- 
spicuous service in helping to win the war. — Daily Illini.

TO PREVENT POTATO LOSS. 



The Food Controller, with thé as 
si stan ce of Mr: C A. Hayes, Gen- 
eral Manager and other officials of 
the Canadian Government Railways, 
has completed arrangements to facil- 
itate the marketing in Ontario and 
Quebec of the surplus potatoes from 
Prince Edward Island. This surplus is 
estimated to be not lees than two 
million bushels. The (potatoes will 
be made available In the consuming 
centres of Ontario and Quebec at 
prices which will represent fair re- 
turns to the growers, and only mod- 
erate profits to the dealers. In this 
way it Is hoped to prevent a possible 
loss of any part of "the potato crop, 
and to Increase the consumption of 
potatoes as) a substitute for wheat 
bread. 

Members of the Fruit and Vegetable 
Coirymlttee of the Food Controflert 
Office have been working for «orne 
weeks on the details of this plan, and 
wfth the co-operation of the Fruit 
Branch of the Federal Department of 
Agriculture, and the Provincial De- 
partment of Agriculture, satisfactory 
arrangement» have been completed for 
the movement of the surplus crop.

land people responded splendidly to 
the call for Increased production, with 
the result that their exportable sur- 
plus is about five hundred thousand 
bushels greater than a year ago. The 
usual practice has been to transport 
potatoes by steamers and small 
schooners from the Island, bt at the 
present timo there is a great short- 
age of steamers and schoolers. 

The Government recently put into 
operation a oar ferry service from 
Port Borden on the Island to Point 
Tormentlne on the mainland, and ad- 
vantage is to be taken of this, As a 
result of representations made by the 
Food Controller's Office to the Cana- 
dian Government, Railways their of- 
ficials have given Instructions for the 
lining of Island cars, especially for 
the handling of potatoes. The rail- 
way will also provide stoves and fuel. 
The Fruit Branch of the Federal De- 
partment of Agriculture will supply 
men to accompany all shipments to 
prevent loss or damage from frost and 
delay so far as possible. 

The facilities thus arranged for 
marketing the Prince Edward Island 
crop are of special interest and im- 
portance in view of the likelihood ot 
lower prices for potatoes next spring. 
Last year, there was a rising mar- 
ket in the spring months, but this 
year, with a surplus In both Eastern 
and Western Canada, it is felt that 
unless a movement of Island potatoes 
is made possible during the winter 
months, the result in the spring would 
be a congested market, with very 
much lower prices and discourage- 
ment of the farmers to plant again. 
—Canadian Food Bulletin.

War gardeners plan to plant pota- 
toes during the coming year, for they 
form an important part of a well- 
balanced "war ration," that contains 
requisites necessary for wholesome 
nutrition during a period of 24 hours, 
says a bulletin issued by the Nation- 
al Emergency Food Garden Commis- 
sion of Washington. This informa- 
tion is supplied by Professor Freder- 
ick E. Breithut, the professor of food 
ciemistry of the College of the City 
of New York, who is lecturing this 
winter at various public schools on 
food values. At these lectures he is 
distributing the food conservation 
publications issued by the commis- 
sion. These data will be sent to any 
one who will write the commission at 
Washington for it and enclose a two- 
cent stamp to pay postage. 

Professor Breithut says it is possible 
to maintain perfect health, both of 
body and of mind. Immunity to Indi- 
gestion, kidney and liver diseases, as 
well as absolute Immunity to gout by 
observing the following dietry: 

Graham bread ; pound 

Potatoes 2 pounds 

Butter or other fat.. 1-3 pound 

Apples 1V4 pounds 

Milk 1 pint. 

The potatoes, which are at the 
basis of this diet, it lias been shown 
lecently, contain protein of the high- 
est grade, und tliey are avaialble at 
present at comparatively low prices. 
Purthermoie, potatoes yield :tn alka- 
line ash, which 1ms a highly solvent 
power over uric acid, and therefore 
the results enumerated above with re- 
gard to kidney and liver diseases, 
gout, etc. 

Professor Breithut also uimcuinced 
that the very latest results which ha«e 
J^ist been received from England, as 
reported by Professor Hallburton, 
show that oelomargarino made from 
beef fat, especially that part of it 
made as olèo oil, Is ». completely ade- 
quate substitute for butter fat. But 
vegetable oils, nut oils and lard are 
not adequate substitutes, especially 
when viewed from the standpoint of 
the chemistry of growth. 

Professor Breithut gives the follow- 
ing eight rules for saving and safety, 
which embody the recommendations 
of Professor Grnhnm Luak of the 
Cornell Medle.nl Institute of Patho- 
logy: 

1— Let no family of five persons buy 
meat until It has bought three quarts 
of milk, the cheapest protein food. 

2 — Savo the cream and butter and 
eat oleomargarine and vegetable oils. 
Olive oil or cottonseed oil taken with 
cabbage, lettuce or beet tops Is ex- 
cellent food, In many ways imitating 
milk. 

Ii— Eat more sparingly; rich and 
poor, laborer and Indolent alike. Meat 
does not Increase the muscular power. 
When a person is exposed to great 
cold, meat may be recommended, tor 
It warms the body more thun other 
food. In hot weather, for the samt 
reason, it causes Increased sweating 
and discomfort. In general, twice a* 
much meat Is used as Is right. 

■1— Eat corn bread. It saved our 
Now England ancestors from starva- 
tion. If wo eat it we send wheat to 
Prance. Eat- oatmeal. 

5 — Drlnlt no alcohol. In many fam- 
ilies 10 per cent, of the Income is 
spent for drink, or a sum, which. If 
spent for other food, would greatly 
Improve the welfare of the family. 

6, — Bat syrup on cereals or on torn 
bread. It will spare the sugar. Eat 
raisinf, in rice pudding, for raisins 
contain sugar. 

7— Eat fresh fish. 

8— Eat fruit and vegetable!! 
"Professor Lusk is one of the most 

eminent scientists to-day," says Pro- 
fessor Breithut. "He is probably the 
greatest expert on nutrition In tho 
city of New York. It is a strange fact 
that in our recent activities, with re- 
gard to food conservation the nutri- 
tion experts have been almost Ignor- 
ed. But the advice of a man of Pro- 
fessor Lusk's calibre is incalculable. 

"The very first thing Germany did 
at the outbreak of the war was to 
call on Professor Rubner and other 
nutritional experts to address school 
teachers, to give them the necessary 
food facts, to supply the greatest 
knowledge need of the moment and to 
make the teachers the radiating cen 
très for the diffusion of accurate, de- 
finite, concrete information. 

"Our educational institutions should 
immediately respond to the call of 
their country in like manner. There Is 
no reason why we should not im- 
mediately Inaugurate emergency 
courses on food in war time, both for 
our teachers, our householders and 
interested men and women."
